CHICAGO, April 22,—(4)—Six 
boxes of “poison” bulletg were found 
in Scarface Al Capone’s hotel head- 
quarters by a raiding squad from the 
state’s attorney's office today. 

Lieutenant William Blaul, who led 
the squad, said that the six boxes of 
38 caliber bullets were part of the 
effects seized. He said the bullets 
had been dipped in something which 
appeared to be garlic, and said that 
garlic mixing with the lead of the 
bullets formed a deadly poison. He 
said the bullets were. of the dum dum 
type, notched so that when they 
strike an object they split and tear a 
jagged hole.

Total of Dead Mounts as 
Victims Succumb to In- 
juries; Many Murderers 
Among Victims. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 22.—(#) 
Still unburied, pending further of- 
ficial examination and the arrival of 
loved ones to claim them, long rows of 
bodies, charred and blackened by 
raging flames and  death-dealing 
smoke, remained tonight as grim reé- 
minders of yesterday’s conflagration 
at Ohio state penitentiary where 317 
men died before they could be rescued 
from their cells by guards and fellow 
prisoners. 

The dead convicts, dressed in black 
shrouds, white collars and wing ties, 
rested in plain caskets in the horti- 
cultural building at Ohio state fair 
grounds awaiting relatives who may 
claim the bodies tomorrow. 

At the direction of Governor Myers 
Y. Cooper, the state emergency board 
had the bodies prepared for burial, 
the state furnishing the caskets, robes 
and. transportation to their homes. 

Burial and shipping permits already 
have been provided so that relatives 
may call at the temporary morgue at 
the fair grounds or telegraph- instruc-

penitentiary:. 

The bodies will be grouped in sec- 
tions and arranged in alphabetical or- 
der so that they can be easily located, 
State officials will meet the relatives 
at the fair grounds so that it will not 
be necessary for them to visit the 
prison itself. 

To silence reports that several shots 
were fired while a portion of the old 
prison was being swept by flames, 
State Welfare Director Hal W. Gris- 
wold today ordered that each convict’s 
body be examined for bullet wounds. 
This examination was to be completed 
tonight. 

The names of many of the victims 
remain unknown and/state Bertillon 
officers went through the task of fin- 
ger printing each one, pressing lifeless 
fingers on ink pads and paper in an

ion. 

Meanwhile, Governor Cooper and 
other state officials continued their 
investigation of the fire in an effort 
to determine its origin, 

The governor in a statement de- 
clared that a disaster such as last 
night’s would have been impossible 
several months hence when a new 
fireproof roof would have covered the

Voting 
Stick. 


One of the most curious’ methods 
of voting known in Scotland has been 
revived, after a lapse of many years, 
in connection with the business of 
the feuars of Letham, a small burgh 
in Angus. 
as “the voting stick.” The “voting 
stick” does not seem to have been 
used elsewhere in Scotland, and it 
is additionally interesting from the 
fact that it gives effect in a ernde 
fashion to the principle of secret vot- 
ing. Those taking part in a met- 
ing at which a vote is necessary on 
any matter are served with a small 
piece of wood, a few inches in length, 
in which is a narrow grove, holding 
a smaller stick which is not detach- 
able, but which can be moved along 
the groove so that a portion of its 
protrudes beyond the end of the larger 
piece of wood. Those voting for the 
motion leave the smaller stick “flush” 
with the other part, while those sup- 
porting the amendment move it along 
until it just cut at the end. The 
voting sticks are handed in to an of- 
ficial, and the counting of the two 
sets of sticks determines whether the 
motion of the amendment has been 
carried.

Health Talks

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ANOTHER VIEtV OF EXPOSURE. 

A young child attending’ school 
needs relatively more food than his 
father or mother does. This is so not 
merely because the child has to grow, 
that is, build new body tissues, but 
also because the child’s surface area 
is relatively greater than that of the 
parent, and therefore the child loses 
or dissipates relatively more heat. A 
mouse needs much more food in pro- 
portion to its weight or size than 
an elephant does, simply because the 
elephant’s surface area is relatively 
less than that of the mouse. 

A baby a few months old gives off 

twice as much heat per pound of body 
weight as a grown man or woman 
does, . 
For that reason young infants can 
and do stand or endure excessive cloth- 
ing and artificial warmth better than 
adults or older children do, though it 
is also true that in extremely hot 
weather it is much easier to kill the 
baby with just such warmth than it 
is to even wilt the adult. Excessive 
clothing, bed covers and room temper- 
atures in very hot weather are impor- 
tant factors of the high death = rate 
among, young infants. 

Because the child, with the greater 
surface area, dissipates or loses more 
heat than a larger body, some doctors 
argue that it is unwise, at least in 
some cases, to let young children go 
barelegged or barekneed in cold weath- 
er. One doctor, characteristically an- 
onymous, puts forward the ingenious 
argument that fat children especially 
should not be so “exposed” for their 
surface area is greatest of all and 
hence their heat loss is greatest, too. 
I fancy any physiologist would agree 
that there is a chance for an argu- 
ment there, but let it go. Fat chil- 
dren have more heat to dissipate than 
thinner ones do, too. Then, besides, 
plump youngsters generally need the 
stimulation of cool air on the skin 
and also the benignant influence of 
sunlight on the ductless gland func- 
tions. 

Julian Huxley, grandson of the fa- 
mous Thomas, but neither physician 
nor hygienist, said recently in one of 
the highbrow magazines “it is doubt- 
ful whether the attempt should be 
made to harden children by tetting 
them, go about with bare legs in win- 
ter; their head requirements are 
greater than their parents, not less.” 

In the first place; who advocates 
nakedness or less clothing for the pur- 
pose of “hardening?” That quaint idea 
would occur in an article in a high- 
brow mag. In the next place, going 
with bare legs in winter is as advis- 
able for parents as it is for children, 
only parents are too much enslaved 
to custom to venture to try it.

S CORONER'S VERDICT 


The shooting of Mrs. Estora Harden 
and Walter T. Bray, in the Harden 
Pulliam street home Monday night 
was murder and suicide, a coroner’s

jury decided Tuesday afternoon. 


The' verdict was returned at an in- 
quest at J. Austin Dillon’s funeral 
parlors where the jury had been im- 
paneled to investigate the death. of 
Mrs. Harden, Coroner Paul Donohoo 
ruling that inasmuch as R. M. Mathis 
had seen Bray fire the shot which 
ended his own life an inquest into his 
death was not necessary. 

The jury returned its verdict that 
Bray killed Mrs. Harden before end- 
ing his own life, after hearing the 
testimony of Mathis, who lives in the 
same house occupied by the Hardens 
and where Bray was a roomer, and of 
L.-W. Harden, the woman’s husband. 

Both testified that they had seen 
Bray enter the room in which Mrs. 
Harden was killed, though Harden 
was at a nearby grocery when the 
fatal shots were fired. Mathis testi- 
fied that he was in a bathroom off 
the hallway when he heard four shots 
and running out into the hall arrived 
just in time to see Bray put a pistol 
to the back of his head and fire. 

Mrs. Jessie Bray, wife of Bray, was 
called but was unable to give any evi- 
dence regarding the shooting. Her 
husband, she said, had told her that 
he feared he was going to be killed. 

“I do not know what grounds he 
had for that fear,” Mrs. Bray said 
in answer’to a question of Coroner 
Donohoo. Bray had been rooming at 
the Harden home since last October, 
when he had become separated from 
her and their children, Mrs. Bray 
said. 

Mrs. Bray and Harden both de- 
elared they knew of no trouble be- 
tween Mrs. Harden and Bray, the 
former merely asserting that her hus- 
band had told her that he wished to 
return to his own home. 

The funerals of Bray and Mrs. 
Harden are to be conducted at the 
Dillon parlors this afternoon,

WOMEN GOLFERS. 


SAIL FOR MATCH 
WITH ENGLISH 


By Lorena A. Hickok. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—()—To 
take on 10 of England’s finest, 16 of 
America’s best women golfers sailed 
tonight on the Berengarie for Eng- 
land. 

And they almost had to sail away 
without their captain. 

Miss Glenna Collett, four times 
American women’s cham#ion, is their 
captain, and this morning she sud- 
denly discovered that she haa to get 
a brand new passport. Iiler old one 
will be no good after Thursday. 

SHE SUCCEEDS, 

She got a new oneall right, but it 
took the whole day, wit long distance 
calls to Washington and. hours of 
tramping and standing around, not 
until nearly 5 o’clock—closing time 
for the offices that dispense passports 
and visas—did it become absolutely 
certain that Miss Collett was going 
to sail on the Berengaria tonight. 

The idea of having some of Ameri- 
ca’s best women golfers meet some of 
England’s best is Miss Collett’s own. 
But for her personally this trip has 
lost something. 

For she said today that she does not 
expect ever to have another chance to 
play Miss Joyce Wethered, the Brit- 
ish women’s champion whom she re- 
gards as the greatest woman golf 
player in the world. Miss Wethered 
had announced that she will play in 
no more tournaments. 

Miss Collett and Miss Wethered 


met in two of the most thrilling golf: 


matches ever played between women. 
Miss Collett lost both: One was in 
1925 at Troon, Scotland, the other 
last year at St. Andrews. In 1920 
the score was 4 and 3. Last year it 
was 3 and 1, after Miss Collett led 
five up at the end of the first 18 
holes. 

“I'll never forget either of those 
matches,” Miss Collett said. “It’s 
hard to define just what Joyce Weth- 
ered has. It’s a certain knack—a 
kind of genius.” . 

“Maybe she plays a mans game, 
observed the interviewer, who had 
reid that somewhere. 

“No. No.” Glenna shook her head. 
“She’s a lot more graceful than any

There are three principal characters 
‘in “Captain of the Guard,” newest 
Universal feature, which is coming to 
the Capitol theater next week and 
which was previewed by newspaper 
‘commentators Tuesday morning.

NEW YORK, April 22.—Under 
the leadership of Radio, which made 
a new 1930 high, stocks recovered in 
the fourth hour after resumption of 
heavy selling starting yesterday.
